Mr. Joseph Pulitzer in Possession 
of the New York Paper. 


His Salutatory—The True Democracy the 
World Will Advocate—Performance Better 
Than Promise—A Compliment to Mr. Hurl- 
burt, the Retiring Editor. | 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, May 11.—The following announce- 
ment, under the heading, “The New World,“ is 
made in to-day’s World: 

“The entire World newspaper property has 
been purchased by the undersigned and will from 
this day on be under different management, dif- 
ferent measures and methods, different in purpose, 
policy and principle, diffetent in objects and in- 
terests, different in sympathies and convictions, 
different in head and heart. 

“Performance is better than promise. Exuberant 
assurances are cheap. I make none, I simply 
refer the public to the new World itself, which 
henceforth shall be the daily evidence of its own 
growing improvement, with forty-eight witnesses 
in its forty#ight columns. There ig room in the 
great and growing city for a journal 
that is not only cheap but bright, not only bright 
but large, not only large but truly Democratic; 
dedicated to the cause of ithe people 
rather than that of purse-potentates ; 
devoted more to the news of the 
new than the old World; that will expose all 
fraud and sham, fight all public evils and abuses; 
that wül serve and battle for the people with 
earnest sincerity. In that cause and for that end 
solely the new World is hereby enlisted and com- 
mitted to the attention of tne intelligent public. 

[Signed] “JOSEPH PULITZER.” 

In another article, entitled Mr. Hurlburt’s Re- 
tirement,’’ the World says: 

A COMPLIMENT TO MR. HURLBURT. 

“The Brooklyn Eagle of yesterday contains the 
following: ‘The retirement of Mr. William Hen- 
ry Hurlburt from the fleld of journalism sybjects 
the profession to the loss of athinker and writer 
whose genius commanded the admiration of read- 
ing men in both hemispheres and whose brilliant 
gifts will always be remembered with pride by the 
followers of the vocation which he adorned.’ 
Nobody recognizes more cordially than 
Mr. Hurlburt's successor the brilliant 
abilities and services to which 
the Eagle pays this just tribute. Itis not too 
much to say that in varied knowledge, in fertil- 
ity, in readiness and dexterity, in grace and wit 
the total volume of Mr. Hurlburt’s contributions 
to the World during the twenty years of his con- 
nection with it has never been surpassed by the 
literary work of any other American journalist, 
and that it has been equaled or even ap- 
proached by very few. There is some- 
thing always pathetic in the thought 


of the affluence and opulence of Iiterary powers 
which only need husbanding to make shining 
literary reputations and which are so prodigally 
squandered upon ephemeral contributions to the 
press. Mr. Huriburt’s friends may, perhaps, con- 
sole themselves for his loss from the active work 
of journalism by the hope that he may dovote his 
well-earned leisure to some work which shall do 
him more justice than the limitations of daily 
journalism permit to his matured and accom- 
plished taients.”’ 
TRUE DEMOCRACY. 

The World, m an editorial on true Democracy, 
says: “An intelligent newspaper must be inde- 
pendent, but it must not be indifferent or neutral 
ob any question involving public interests. If It 
is a newspaper with the people and for the peo- 
ple, it must maintain those broad principles 
on which universal liberty is based, and op- 
pose those abuses and evils the destruction of 
which was the mission of free institutions. Its 
rock of faith must be true Democracy, not the 
Democracy of a political machine, not the Democ- 
racy which seeks to win the spoils of office from a 
political rival, but the rr Which guards 
with jealousy the rights of all alike and perpet- 
uates the free institutions it first established. 

“The World, under its new management, will 
maintain such a Democratic character. The 
political freedom the United States now enjoy 
sprang from a rotest against organized 
privileges and claims of exclusive rigits 
under tne sis of royalty. To-day, 
as time rolls around. we are 
confronted by the struggle in a 
different disguise — organized monopolists 
coveting and possessing exclusive right under the 
gls of chartered monopolies. Under the polit-. 
ical power won more than a hundred years ago, 
it is Democracy’s duty to preserve political free- 
dom as it established political freedom in for- 
mer days. To this duty the 
pledged. Democracy sometimes, and frequently 
from malice, has been represented as radicaiism 
and destructiveness. It is nothing of the kind. 
True Democracy, based on equal rights, recog- 
nizes the millionaire and the railroad magnate 
as just as good as any other man and fully en- 
titled to protection for his property under the 
law; but true Democracy will not sanction 
the swallowin of liberty by property 
any Moreithan the swallowing of on ea by 
coinmunism. When organized privileges com- 
bine to corrupt elections or debauch officials with 
the purpose of securing laws or evading good 
laws, ry Be themselves in conflict with the 
spirit of Democracy. It communism were organ- 
ized to defy the law it would equally 
antagonize true Democracy. When mob-law 
triumphs forthwith popular liberty is overthrown. 
W ben Legisiatures are purchased and Judges cor- 
ruptiy suborned the foundations of liberty are 


sapped. 

A uin the scope of these great 7— the 
World will maintain Democracy. Knowing noth- 
ing of local factional quarrels and utterly ignoring 
them, we shall strive to secure Democratic 
harmony. Believing that the triumphs of 
Democratic prineipies will conduce to the general 
welfare, will bring back the Government to the 
simple economy and honesty of its earlier days. 
will insure more practical reform than a statute 
book full of unmeant laws and will check the 
growing power of the privileged classes, we 
shall insist on Democratic union as indispensable 
to national success.

Foster and Hoadly the Probable Nominees 
—Sherman Does Not Think it Wise to 
Vacate His Seat in the Senate—Judge 
Foraker’s Position—Chances of Republican 
Success. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, May 11.—Richard Smith, of Cin- 
cinnati,in atalk with a Tribune reporter, said, 
with reference to the candidates for Governor on 
the Republican side: Either Senator Sherman or 
Governor Foster could be nominated, but Senator 
Sherman does not believe it would be wise for 
him to vacate his seat in the Senate in order to be 
Governor of the State, in view of the small Re-. 
publican majority in that body and the great in- 
fluence he exercises ju national affairs. Besides, 
if he should accept the 3 

NOMINATION FOR GOVERNOR, 
it would be charged that he was in 
the fela again as an active candidate for the 
Presidential nomination, which he is not. Gov. 
Foster is known to be the candidate to succeed 
Senator Pendieton in the United States Senate in 
case the Republicans carry the Legislature, and 
he does not wish togo before the people nominally 
as a candidate for Governor and really asa 


candidate for United States Senator. The poopie 
of Obio have never taken kinaly to a double- 
headed candidacy of that kind, and have always 
insisted that the office of Governor shall not 
used as a stepping-stone from that position, be- 
fore the term of office has expired,jinto the United 
States Senate. Either 
SENATOR SHERMAN OR GOV. FOSTER 
would be a powerful candidate, but the reasons 
that have been stated are sufficient to cause the 
Republicans to look elsewhere for a candidate, 
At the present time it seems likely that Judge 
Foraker, of Cincinnati, will be the Republican 
nominee. He served his country well and vrave- 
ly asa soldier and is exceedingly popular and 
deservedly so. He was elected Junge 
of the Supreme Court of (in- 
cinnati by 1 ~~ = majority, runnin 
ahead of his ticket, and before his term expi ; 
in consequence of ill-health, he was forced to re- 
tire from the bench and has since been practicing 
jaw. He has a stainless reputation as a soldier, 4 
judicial officer and a private: citizen, and itis 
pretty safe to say that he will oll the full 
strength of the Republican partyinthe State.

A retail cigar dealer on a prominent corner ex- 
plained the matter to a Post-DIsPATCH reporter 
this 1 

“The reduction is 83. No sooner was 
it made than the cigar-makers demanded and 
were given a raise of wages of 81 per 1,000 
throughout the length and breadth of the land. 
The retailer demanded a reduction, and the 
manufacturer granted it. A cigar that cost me 
$78, I now get for $76. A cigar that cost 
me $30 I now get for $28. The reduction is $2 per 
thousand, irrespective of the quality of the cigar. 
I get my cigars $2 per thousand cheaper, but 
what does that amount to when it comes to retail- 
ing. Ic only means that they cost one-fifth of a 
cent less each. How then can I make a reduction 
in price to the consumer? Can 1 sel 
acigar which at ten cents straight I have only 
made two cents profit on at three for a 2 
Should you buy a box from me I would let you. 
have them twenty cents cheaper than before, and 
that is ali. Tne reduction has benefited 
the cigar - makers by raising their 
wages. It benefits the retailer 
by reducing the price. But the smoker, the con- 
sumer, can derive no benefit from it under the 
present system of American money. Now, with 
cigarettes it is different. There has been no in- 
crease of wages in that business. Cigarettes for- 
merly were taxed $2 56 for filly packages of twen- 
ty each. The tax is now 81 25. ‘The retailer 
gets the full benefit. Cigarettes that 1 sold for 
fifteen cents or two fora quarter 1 now sell for 
ten cents, aud the ten-cent packages that were 1 
sell three for a quarter, and so it is ali over town. 


The cigarette men are at war 
with each other just now, but when 
they get through the wages 01 


the rollers will de raised and eigarettes will go 
back to the old prices, or so hear that you cah not 
tell the difference.” 

A leadiug Market street manufacturer said: 
“The hands and the retailers get the whole benefit 
of the reduction I had to cut prices $2 per 1,000 
and raise wages $1 per thousand. so you can see 
where my $3 goes. Itis not improbable though, 
that prices may creep back. There is uo reason 
why we shouid let the retailers have all the bene- 
fit. Look out for an advance of 81 per thousand 
all round this summer.”

CORONER'S CASES, 


Inquests on the Victims From the City Hos 
pital—Other Cases. 


This afternoon Coroner Nidelet held an inquest 
on the body of Dan Kelleher, one of the victims 
of chloral poisoning at the City Hospital. Epsom 


salts was prescribed by the physician in 


charge of the surgical ward for these patients, 


but on filling the order E. T. Green, the hospital 


druggist, mistook a bottle of chloral for solution 
of epsom salts.

THERE is every reason to believe that our 
friends in Mexico have been putting on too 
much steam, and their new machinery has 
given way atthe point where the strain was 
greatest—the finances. Just at present the 
Mexican Government is in need of a small 
loan, and has agents abroad at three differ- 
ent money centers to negotiate for it. It 
does not seem to have entered into their cal- 
culations that a government which comes 
forward as a borrower is compelled to show 
its books and make some clear statement of 
its condition. This Mexico has never 
done yet and is probably unable to 
do now, Its revenues have been stead- 
ily on the increase for the past four 
years; it has has no cause of increase 
in its expenditures outside of the railroad 
subsidies, which are much less than are sup- 
posed, and yet no one knows what has be- 
come of its resources nor how great is the 
amount of its floating debt. Mexico is in no 
condition to borrow money, and yet they 
must need money down there pretty badly.

We are at a loss to understand what is 
meant by the report that the Civil Service 
Commission thought that the appointment of 
Keim would be peculiarly acceptable to the 
newspaper press. We had an idea that the 
commission was a body superior to all con- 
siderations of popularity and that one part 
of its mission was to vindicate the inde- 
pendence of the reform against “newspaper 
howls.” As for Keim’s appointment being 
peculiarly acceptable to the newspaper press 
because he was a newspaper man, it is proper 
to remark that there is a great deal of human 
vature in folks, and members of the press are 
very much like other folks. 8 me of their 
guild are popular and well-reputed, and 


others are not. The truth of the matter 
seems to be that Keim was selected because 
the Commission were a body of maudlin 
cowards who were afraid of unpopularity 
and who started out at the very first to save 
themselves as far as possible from criticism 
by the very same demagoguery which they 
have been deploring when shown by the 
wicked politicians.

, THE HOG WAR. 

The amount of American pork sold in Ger- 
many is only about half a million dollars per 
annum—not half adrop in the national buck- 
et, and yet the hog war is likely to continue. 
It is gotten up fora purpose. If there ever 
was a bold Premier Prince BisMARCK is the 
man, His worst enemies never accused him 
of duplicity or deceit. Minister SARGENT 
knows weil enough that the foreign repre- 
sentatives of a great nation should learn to 
be civil and cease to be rude or vulgar, but 
a rough attack upon a proud Prince would 
suit for home consumption and serve to open 
the hog war. A protective tariff was no 
longer possible, and a tariff even for 
revenue only would de stoutly con- 
tested by the people, and so what 
may be termed a retaliatory tariff is to some 
extent to be the theme. This eountry has, 
fora generation past, practically excluded 
all European production, from railroad bars 
to a paper of pins, but the ire of the farmer 
is to be aroused when he is told that his pork 
is not to come into competition with the 
German hogin that country. The high tar- 
iff advocates will flood this country during 
the approaching political campaign with 
arguments to prove to the farmer that his 
situation will be improved, and a full com- 
pensation be given for his loss of five cents 
on his pork, by keeping up a tariff which 
compels him to pay five dollars more than he 
ought to for all the manufactured articles he 
uses. The grunt of the boar will mingle 
with the scream of the American spread 
eagle, andthe farmer will be expected to 
vote according to his indignation, and not 
his interest. 

The Jews are by no means the only 
people who repudiate pork. Trichina 
exists more or less in the hog wher- 
ever found. Pork is inspected official- 
ly in Germany, and not iu the United 
States, and the complaint there is that 
American pork in that way has the ad- 
vantage of home production, 
danger to health, which in that country is 
guarded by the Government against all im- 
proper or injurious articles of food, foreign 
or domestic. American lard is sold in Ger- 
many tothe amount of $7,000,000, fourteen 
times as much as all the pork—without 
restriction, because it is used mostly for 
machinery and not for food. Germany will 
naturally seek the sea, which has uniformly 
enriched every nation that ever enjoyed its 
universal and all-pervading influences and 
advantages. While its power is restless and 
its resources and wealth enormous, its popu- 
lation is overcrowded and cannot be sup- 
ported out of its soil alone. As the country 
fills up the plethora of people in that coun- 
try will gradually increase. As a commer- 
cial mart this country is worth more to it 
thanevery other country inthe world. At 
the same time we need what that country 
produces as badly as they need our produc- 
tions. Since the Atlantic Ocean has become 
apond and great steamboats mere ferry- 
boats, the intercourse between tlhe countries 
may and should be fostered and increased in- 
definitely until Continental Europe becomes 
a commercial competitor with England 
for our trade. Every interest of patriotism 
ineither country invites the cultivation of 
sentiments of mutual and real esteem and 
closer relations between the two great na- 
tions and their statesmen and people. But 
the hog isa useful card in the next Presi- 
dential election, and it will be played, espe- 
cially with the Western farmer, for all and 
more than it is worth. It is not an argu- 
ment or even a decent pretext, but it will 
serve as a diversion and a blind for the high 
tariff men, and, therefore, it will not down.

CHEAP GAS. 

Prior to 1873 gas was sold in St. Louis at 
$4 50 per thousand. The old Gas Company, 
claiming for years that it cauld not be made 
and sold for less, was still able to pay twenty 
per cent on the investment of its stockhola- 
ers, and as its capital stock was limited by 
its charter to $600,000, it issued gratis to its 
stockholders, as a dividend, $500,000 in its 
bonds, bearing ten per cent, and for which 
they never paid a penny. Being thus indebted, 
the bonds were in due time paid off, without 
diminishing the twenty per cent semi-annual 
dividends in the meantime. About this 
time the Laclede Company commenced oper- 
ations. It was hailed by the people as a 
deliverer. The City Council adopted resolu- 
tions unanimously giving it a hearty wel- 
come, inviting it to go on with its works, 
The city’s suit to purchase the old company» 
as under its charter it had the unquestion 
able right to do, was then pending. 

But just as the two gas companies were 
ready to commence the fight and mutally 
destroy each other, they secretly agreed 
to divide the city between them, and 
to get rid of the city’s right to pur- 
chase the old company negotiations were 
commenced with the city ostensibly for the 
purpose of lowering the price of gasto con- 
sumers and to provide for its inspection, but 
which soon ended in the famous Tripartite 
Agreement. The price to private consumers 
was lowered, but the gas bills when sent in 
were higher than ever. Discontent and the 
great gas case to set aside the Tripartite 
Agreement followed. Itcost the city over 
one hundred thousand dollars, but the final 
judgment was that the city’s right to buy 
had been bartered away for a myth, and was 
gone. The fate of OVERSTOLZ was an ex- 
pression of the popular condemnation of the 
Tripartite Agreement. Although it was

ple determined to bury him because he voted 
for it. 

Ten years have elapsed, and the time is 
now fast approaching when the city’s right 
to buy those hated works will again accrue. 
Through its right to control the streets it con- 
trols the situation absolutely, and by its 
power to condemn it will soon have, and even 
now has, the old company inits clutches. 
Cheap gas is not to be obtained by the multi- 
plication of gas cumpanies, all of which 
for the same private and speculative pur- 
poses—sell cheap for awhile and then com- 
mence the same old process of extortion ; 
but it is and will be accomplished by the 
city taking possession of the works and hold- 
ing on to them. 

The city cannot grant the right to use the 
streets to any of the companies now asking 
it from the Municipal Assembly, without 
giving thereby the right, in some way or 
other, to the old and the new, or the Water- 
Gas Companies, to come together and cut 
the city out of the immense advantage it 
has when the old company’s charter expires. 
Woe to the man or men inthe Municipal 
Assembly who shall in any manner loosen 
the grasp the city now has on that hoary 
monopoly. 

An ordinance should be introduced at once 
to condemn the remnant of the term of the 
old company and take possession of its works. 
Upon the verdict being rendered the city 
takes possession, although the old company 
should appeal, and then we will have cheap 
gas.

That it 
has not achieved such success in the pastas 
to place it abreast of the other great jour- 
nals of the metropolis has been due rather 
to a lack of management, perhaps, than 
to any physical cause. 0 
Democratic paper with Democratic ante 
cedents, and New York City and 
State are Democratic. Without being a 
party organ it can speak for the mil- 
lion Democratic voters within its bailiwick 
who are opposed to the aristocratic tenden- 
cies of the time, who are opposed to the 
corporate powers which are swallowing up 
the country, who are opposed to sham, fraud 
and corruption both in and outside 
of the Government circles.

WE are delighted to hear rumors that the 
Solid Seven, the Muldoons of the City Coun- 
cil, have held another caucus, and that they 
are not as solid as they were. ‘They have so 
far relented from their fixed and obdurate 
purpose to smash the slate' that they will 
consent to confirm a few humble District 
Assessors in consideration of their honesty 
and experience, notwithstanding the valid 
objection that they have been nominated by 
the Mayor.

Profes- 
sor Harris, in an address delivered in pickwick 
Hall, some time since, stated the facts, and 
brought statistics to prove the assertion, that, just 
in proportion as flogging had been abolished in 
our schools,the grade of scholarship in those 
schools ascended. If the child is sent to a school 
as to a penal institution, society must take the 
consequences When tite rod can be no longer held 
over him. If the School Board prescribes a rattan, 
and permits blows to be laid on till the flesh is 
“black and blue,” placing the powerof judge, 
jury and executioner all in the hands of one in- 
dividual, and that, too, the stronger one, they do 
80 in violation of every principle of justice, and 
the child, however bad he may be, feels this, 
though he may not be capable of expressing it in 
words. And he Knows that the teacher, or any 
member of the School Board, would resent a blow 
on his person, hence government w him 
is simply power. He bides his time, 
and when physically able practices on society the 
teachings of his alma mater. I most emphatical- 
ly differ from the learned Judge who recently said 
the worst criminals were boys who had not been 
whipped. Now the fact, as stated by the judge, 
that the large percentage of the bolder crimes 
Known to the land are committed by youths rang- 
ing in age from fourteen to twenty, is a confirma 
tion of my position. The boy has arrived at that 
period wheu the system of force can no longer be 
applied; no higher principle has been incuicated 
in him; hence the hoodlum and criminal are the 
inevitable result. 

Many of the worst criminals have been those 
who were most constantly and severely whipped, 
and that, too, by honest and Christian parents. 
When the father of the boy murdefer wu com- 
mitted suicide in our Jailsometime since was 
asked why he had not controiled the boy, his re- 
ply Was: “lL whipped him and whipped him, till 

was tired and 1 stopped.” May bot this boy 
have been one of those who could have been 
“saved by not whipping’’?

They won't 
stay in one house longer than a few mouths, be- 
cause if they do they imagine they have become 
slaves again. They drift about from house 
to house, and thus has the noble art of cookery 
degenerated. What 1 have said on this subject 
applies to Alabama, Louisiana, the Carolinas and 
ississippi with the same force that it does to 
Georgia.’

NEW YORK, May 9.—I saw Joseph Pulitzer to- 
day. Said he: 

“IT suppose you want to know about the pur. 
ehase of the World newspaper. Well. come along 
and sit down somewhere and you shall have the 
first news: I presume I have bought it and will 
be in control to-morrow, Thursday. I under. 
stand that Mr. Hurlburt will announce the sale to. 
morrow. Lam not yet in possessiou, so I will go 
no further than that.” 

Are you alone in this enterprise?” 

“Of course, I needed to have ready money, and 
got it in St. Louis among my friends and bus 
ness connections there. own the whole stock in 
the World, however. The business dealings were 
held with a factor or representative of Mr. Gould 
in this city, not a person I care to name.“ 

ME Mr. Gould own the whole paper?” 
“He did.”

The World will be the only newspaper issued 
from its office, or in any way connected with it.” 
“Are you going to make personal changes 
there?“ 

“As yet I know very little of the inside of 
that office. Lam going, however, to make it an 
American newspaper, and not a European one. 1 
shall notice European events only as American 
reterences, The aristocracy of Europe shall not 
und the World a court journal tor them. In- 
deed, lam reflecting about calling the paper The 
New World, to emphasize its Western tone and 
change. Yetsuch a compound word may be an 
embarrassment to quote fromit. I wish the pa- 
ver to be understood immediately as not control- 

od by. any corporation, capital or social aristocra- 
cy. To see two New York editors capering at the 
late Vanderbilt Dali satisfied me that the Demo- 
cratic press here had got somewhat fat and over- 
fea. Shall take the popular stand-point, and 
publish a Democratic paper, yet an independent 
one. Democratic monopolists and great million- 
aires shall not be my gods.“

A MOTHER’S LAMENT. 


Kate Douglass Convicted of Mur- 
der in the Criminal Court. 


A Jury Assesses the Highest Punishment 
*Acainst the Woman. 


With visible disgust the crowd of loungers in 
the Criminal Court yesterday evening re- 
ceived a verdict of murder in tne first degree 
against Kate Douglass, the colored woman who 
killea Joseph Miller. Tne defendant herself, 
sat beside her counsel, Mr. C. O. Bishop 


and as the clerk read the finding, which put her 
in the shadow of the gallows, she looked at her 
twelve judges with a defiant lear, born of a fore- 
gone conclusion that there was no hope. She was 
deeply impressed with the injustice of the ver- 
dict, but little surprised. As she walked back to 
the dock a reporter engaged her in: a conversa- 
tion. AS the key was turned in 
the cage door she began to 
walk up and down. A moment later. a neatly 
dressed colored woman roy oy the vestibule 
leading a three-year-old child the band. She 
lifted the little fellow in her arms and as she 
pressed his chubby face against the corrugated 
screen his mother kissed bim through the wire. 
As the child was lowered again to the floor be roll- 
ed his little eves about in an Intent 
and close inspection of the surroundings. The 
woman took a chair beside the screen and looked 
out into the court-room in quiet contemplation, 
She is a woman of about thirty-three years, less 
boisterous and more intelligent than due would 
expect to find in her class. 

“Did you expect a verdict of murder in the first 
degree, Kate?’ 

“No, but I was prepared for it if that was 
going to be the verdict. I don't care 
much what it is, as far as 1 am concerned. 1 do 
care for my child, though. I have had fifteen cht. 
dren since | was first married, and every one died 
young except this one, and there's no wonder that 

ve him. If it wasn’tfor his sake I wouldn't 
cadre What the verdict would be, but heis small and 
there will be long years before he 
is old enough to take care of himself. I don't 
know what will become of him without me, aud 
this is the only care I've got on my miud.” 

“You were not married to Miller, were you?” 

“No; I couidu’t expect better luck: I was do- 
ing wrong. He was a friver-man aud 
I‘ was living in East St. Louis and 
took up with him. We came to live 
on this side of the river and I had this child by 
him. He treated me bad and used to take away 
the money that I was saving tor my baby. When- 
ever I could lay away a quarter or half a dollar 
I saved it because I didn’t Know how long I was 
ever going to live, and 1 didu’t waut to die 
and leave my only chid to starve. 
Tuts more than anything else 
made me do wrong. He used to Knock me down 
and take this money away from me. Tuat was 
the kind of a man he was, and if those men think 
l kilied him purposely, when he leltgine and went 
around drinking with other women, aud spending 
money that he should give me to support mysell 
and pay the rent, why, tuen, I guess they 
are right to fiud me guiliy.” 

Kate Dougiuss kliled a river roustabout named 
Joseph Miiier ina Wash strect saloon, She was 
living with him as bis wife, and Walle ov a spree 
he went around town in company with several 
abniwoned women, on whom he lavished the few 
dollars he had earned during his trip op the 
river. Kate Douglass was told of this, 
and, on visiting a resort on Wash 
street, found himthere with a crowd of women 
around him. Her jealousy was aroused and sie 
first ordered and then pleaded with him to go 
home. She leftand returned with a knie and her 
infant in her arms. The witnesses for the State 
testified that she made an assauit on Miller, but 
sie claims that she was only pealing an apple for 
tue child, when be knocked ber dowu and 
she dragged him after her, and as he fell be im- 
paled himself on the open Knife. During the trial 
she stood before the jury with thechiid nestung 
in her arms, a pitiable sight. Her story was not 
believed, but the evidence showed Many mitigat- 
ing circumstance. After tweuty minutes’ absence

A DOUBLE HITCH. 


Family Affliction Stops the Wheel in the 
Falkenhai aoe Paste’ Case. 


There was a painful hitch this morning in the 
United States District Court when the Falken- 
bainer postal embezzlement case was called up 
for trial. The defendant, ex-transfer mail clerk 
at the Union Depot, was in attendance, sitting be- 
hind his counsel, ex-Governor Fletcher and 
George II. Shields. Several witnesses 
summoned in behalf of tne defense were on hand, 
and the defendant, through his attorney, an- 
nounced himself fully prepared for trial. Dis- 
trict Attorney Bliss had summoned about twenty~ 


five witnesses for the Government, chiefly clerks 
conuected with the railway mail sefvice. They 
occupied seats in the rear of the court-room, and 
every arrangement for trial appeared to 
be complete. The District Attorney, however, 
announced to the court that two of his principal 
witnesses for the prosecution of the case had met 
with very severe family affliction. Postal Inspec- 
tor Dice was called to the bedside of his dying 
mother at Ridge Farm, lil. Postal Clerk il- 
hams had lost his father during the night, and he 
was summoned to Ohio. The Government's 
case Would be materially affected by the absence 
of those witnesses, and it would be a positive 
cruelty to detain them here under the sad circum- 
stances. He (the District Attorney) would there- 
fore ask that the case be continued umil next 
week. Messrs. Fletcher & Shields, for the de- 
fense, objected to a continuance. They had come 
into court prepared 10 go to trial, 
and the Government had announced itself ready 
for trial to-day. Mr. shields said that he could 
not be here next week in avy case. Mr. Bliss 
stated that his afflicted witnesses could not com- 
pose themselves to go on the witness stand and he 
could not well call them. They were im- 
portant witnesses. The case was a very 
important one, er it involved, the 
security of the public postal service. He had 
but one other suggestion to make; if counsel 
would consent to the trial being deterred until to- 
morrow, Saturday, the day might be consumed 
with the testimony of the other witnesses, Sun- 
day would follow, and by Mouday morning the 
afiticted witnesses might return here to testify. 

Judge Treat, who was in one of his crotchetty 
woods this morning, ruffled up his ermine cousid- 
erably atthis proposition. He said that there 
was entirely too much of that kind of thing prac- 
ticed now-a-days. The time of the court was con- 
sumed with trifling evidence in order to reacha 
result later on. It was an imposition that the 
court would not tolerate, 

Mr. Bliss explained that two or three days 
would be consumed in this case by the testimony 
of other witnesses, and there was certainly no in- 
tent on his part to waste the time of the court. 

Judge Treat called for memorandum paper, 
and after a brief interval of silence read out the 
following: 

It appearing tor the court from statements by 
the District Attorney that two of his most im- 
portant witnesses are through great family afflic- 
tion in no condition to appear and testify, it is or- 
dered that this cause be continued on behalf of the 
United States to the next stated term of the 
court, and that the defendant be ordered to ap- 
pear at said term.“ 

The next stated term of the United States Dis- 
trict Court is the November term. The defendant 
seemed Lo be somewhat relieved by the announce- 
ment, and the witnesses all filed up to the office of 
United States Marshal Coste to claim their fees 
for attendance.
